The Assistant 
Labour Commissioner took up this dispute as per his file 
No, IRM / CON / (63 ) / 79 and called the parties for discus 
sions. The employer s representative attended and explained 
the fact that he had not terminated the services and , as 
such , there was no dispute . The Assistant Labour Commis 
sioner and the Union were satisfied and they advised the 
workman to resume duties and the file was accordingly 
closed , as there was no dispute . 

7. The workman again failed to resume duties , But, it 
appears, raised fresh dispute, this time before another 
Assistant Labour Commissioner , Shri · Mardolkar. The 
Workman did not raise any dispute with the employer this 
time. When the employer received notice from the Assis 
tant Labour Commissioner to attend the conciliation , he 
brought to the notice of the Assistant Labour Commission 
ner that the dispute was disposed off earlier and that, if 
there is any fresh demand, the employer should know 
what the demand was. The employer also brought attention 
of the A.L.C. to the fact that the employer had not termina 
ted the services of the workman . The employer sent two 
letters to the A. L. c . on these points on 20-3-80 . and 
21-8-80 annexed as Ex C 1 & 2 are the copies of the said 
letter . The employer informed the A. L. C., that no purpose 
would be served in attending the conciliation proceedings . 

Inspite of these two letters and even after making it . 
clear that the workman had not raised the fresh dispute 
with the employer , the conciliation officer submitted his 
failure report and now the Government has made the pre 
sent reference to the Hon . Tribunal. 

The employer respectfully submits that he has never ter 
minated the services of the workman . The history narrated 
above rather elaborately is to draw the attention of the 
Hon , Tribunal to the fact that the employer had asked the 
workman to resume duties, that the Assistant Labour. 
Commissioner when the dispute was raised first time had 
directed the workman to resume duties and yet the work 
man did not resume duties. 

The empoyer reliably understands that the workman has 
found alternate employment and as such has volunteered 
to remain absent and has unnecessarily alleged that it is 
employer who has terminated his services . 

3. The employer also gave oral evidence before this Tribu 
nal confirming all the facts stated in its written statement 
and produced documents in proof of them . 

4. From the above evidence , I am satisfied that it is the 
workman who abandoned the services of the employer and 
not the employer who terminated the services of the work 
man . This is my answer to the above reference . No order as 
to costs . 


AWARD 


This is a reference made to this Tribunal by the Govern 
ment of Goa , Daman and Diu , by its order No. 28 /31 / 82 - ILD 
dated 22-10-1982. The schedule annexed to the order or re 
ference reads as follows : 

“Whether the action of the Management of M / s J. P.

They had engaged the first party , Shri Janmiya Sattar 
Gani (hereinafter referred to as the workman ) as a bus 
conductor in their ganisation in April 1976 , who conti-. 
nued to work with them till April 1979 , when he volunta 
rily remained absent. 

It is a fact that, while discharging his duties , the work 
man was caught and fine was imposed on him on several 
occasions by the traffic police for violating some provisions 
of traffic rules , mainly carrying excess passengers . The 
workman never informed the employer about these viola 
tions or the fine imposed on him till March 1979. When 
the employer received notice from the R. T. 0. authorities 
asking him to explain as to why action should not be 
taken against him ( employer ) for repeated violations of 
traffic regulations, the workman got scared of this notice; 
which was now served on the employer, and remained 
absent without leave or intimation . 

Though the workman remained absent, he wrote a letter 
dated 23rd April, 1979 to the employer making false 
allegations that he was not provided employment by the 
employer. He also claimed reinstatement in service . Annexe 
A hereto is a copy of the said letter of the workman . 

The employer received on 23-4-79 this letter Ex A 
making false allegations and promptly wrote the reply , 
denying the allegations and also directing the workman to 
report for duties immediately, without wasting any time.

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vinced that the collision occurred due to the negligence of 
the workman , who did not take the necessary precaution 
whils reversing his bus . 

12. Now , considering the penalty imposed by the employer 
on the workman : 

The workman has admitted in his statement before the 
Tribunal the receipt of the notice Exh . E - 5 , but denied that . 
Exh . M -6 is his reply to Exh . M -5 . If Exh . M -6 . is not the 
reply of the workman , it was his duty to put before the 
Tribunal such reply , which he has failed to do . I am led 
to believe that Exh . M - 6 is the reply of the workman , in 
which he has prayed to the Management to condone him 
for his fault . 


........ 


filed against him . Later, at 4 p . m . ,, he was given a letter of 
suspension and dismissed by letter dated 28-3-1972. after an 
inquiry . He has made various allegations against the fairness 
of the inquiry , which are not relevant in our case , as the 
said inquiry has not been relied upon by the employer . 
In his cross, he has stated that his reply Exh . M - 3 to the 
memo of 15-9-1971 was drafted by an Advocate to whom 
he narrated the whole incident. The Advocate read out and 
explained to him the contents of the reply . Exh . M -4 is : 
the correct rough sketch of the scene of the accident; Exh . 
M -6 and M - 11 do not bear his signature; he did not receive 
M - 7 and M - 9 ; he was once convicted for a bus accident by 
the Ponda Court ; he has denied " the suggestion that the 
accident took place when he was taking his bus forward 
and that the other bus was stationary at that time. He has 
further denied that taking the bus on reverse was not 
permitted on that road, it being one way, traffic . 

9. Shri Krishna Mangeshkar is the only witness examined 
by the workman in his defence . He has stated that he used 
to sell bananas at the old bus stand, near the post office ; he 
remembers the accident that took place 7-8 years ago. The 
bus of the workman was at the bus stand and the other bus 
was behind ; the bus at the back . was being taken on reverse 
and in the process hit the hind portion of the bus ; the bus of 
the workman was stationary . In his cross, he has stated 
that when he was busy selling bananas he heard the sound 
of collision and then he went to see what happened ; he only 
saw that there was a collision between 2 buses and people 
were saying that the other bus was reversing and the 
collision took place ; he does not remember who told him 
about anis , 


once 


18. The workman has also admitted that he was 
convicted by the Ponda Court for a bus accident. 


14. Exh , M -8 dated 13-6-1968 is admitted by the workman . 
In this exhibit he apologises for having spoken abusive words 
to the Management in the office of the society and prayed 
that a lenient view be taken . 


15. Exh . M - 10 dated 6-4–1971 is also admitted by the work 
man . In this Exhibit the workman refers to the receipt of 
the letter Exh . M - 11, but in his statement before the Tri 
bunal the workman has denied his signature below Exh . 
M - 11 . From Exh. M - 10 and M -11 it is clear that the Manage 
ment issued a show cause notice to the workman for having 
absented himself without intimation after signing the muster 
rol) .

16. All the above facts would be sufficient, in my view , to 
justify the penalty of dismissal imposed by the employer on 
the workman . 

17. In these circumstances, I reply to the reference as 
follows : 

The action of M.S. Society of Transport Panaji -Margao 
in Suspending the workman Sheikh Abdul Rehman Muzawar 
from services w.e.f. 16-9-1971 and , subsequently , terminating 
his services w.e.f. 1-4-1972 is justified . I leave each party 
to bear its own costs .

10. This is all the evidence led by the parties in this case. 
Exh . M - 3 is the reply of the workman to the memo dated 
16-11-1971, issued by the society to the workman in connec 
tion with this accident. The workman, in his cross, has 
stated that the said reply was drafted by an advocate to 
whom he narrated all the facts and that the same was read 
out and explained to him by the said advocate. The version of 
the collision as given by the workman in this reply is as 
follows : 

" While I was taking out the bus No. GDT 1831 the 
said bus No. GDT 2268 suddenly came and tried to 
enter for stationing . As I was taking out the bus , it 
was his duty to stop entering until I took out the bus, 
what he did not do. As a result the rear wheel of the 
bus I was driving touched the part of the bumper of 
the bus No. 2268 , which was out of place : due to some 
previous accident.. 

I immediately stopped the bus and went to inform 
the fact to the society and the society without drawing 
any Panchanama or preliminary inquiry on the matter 
on the spot allowed the bus No. 2268 to move, with a 

result that I was restrained from establishing my defence." 
This version , however, differs from the one given by the 
workman in his statement before the Tribunal, wherein he 
has stated as follows: " My bus was standing infront of the 
post office. By the side of my bus there was another bus 
stationary. The other bus had to leave at 2 p . m . for Margao . 
The starting point for the other bus was on the river side 
while my bus had to start from near the post office only . At 
1.30 or 1.45 p . m , the other bus driver started moving towards 
the river for going towards his starting point. I had been sitt 
ing in my bus and it was stationary . While that bus was being 
reversed , the front bumper of that bus touched to the hind 
bumper of my bus. One Vinayak was the driver of the other 
bus."

In Exh : M - 3 the workman has admitted that he was moving 
his bus when the collision took place , which fact is also 
asserted by the employer s witnesses Augusto Pereira and 
Lawrence D Souza . The workman has changed the version 
given in Exh . M - 3 in his statement before the Tribunal, 
wherein he has stated that both the buses were stationary, 
side by side, and that it is the employers bus that 
was reversing and in the process hit the workman s bus . 

This version of the workman , however , besides contradicting 
his earlier version as per Exh . M -3 , is not supported by any 
evidence . The only witness examined by the workman is 
one banana vendor, who has not seen the facts and whatever 
he has deposed is heresay evidence, which is not confirmed 
by any other independent witness.
